Artery and School Street,” 
said Mayor Thomas Koch.

City Seeks Book Collection Of 
Second President For Creation 
Of Presidential Library 


Adams Collection 
Decision Possible 
This Week

The trustees of the Bos- 
ton Public Library could 
reach a decision on the fu- 
ture of John Adams’ person- 
al book collection this week. 

The trustees were set to 
meet Tuesday to discuss 
Quincy Mayor Thomas 
Koch’s request that the col- 
lection be returned to the 
second president’s home- 
town. Adams had left the 
collection to the then town 
of Quincy in his will, but 
they were transferred to the 
Boston Public Library in 
1894, 

“He wanted them left to 
his hometown,” Koch said. 
“T think legally we are in 
good standing. I think mor- 
ally we are too.” 

The collection includes 
roughly 3,000 volumes Ad- 
ams read during his lifetime 
with annotations he made to 
the texts. : 

“These aren’t books that

are books that John Adams 
read, commented on, col- 
lected and used in his think- 
ing and shaped his decision 
making,” Koch said. “It’s 
pretty fascinating. His pen- 
manship is in a lot of the 
margins; he’s made notes.” 
Koch, in his January in- 
augural address,. said he 
wanted the books returned 
to Quincy where they could 
become the centerpiece of 
a new presidential library. 
The library would be lo- 
cated at the Adams Acad- 
emy in Quincy Center. The 
building, now home to the 
Quincy Historical Society, 
first opened in 1872 as a 
school for boys. Adams es- 
tablished a trust to pay for 
the school’s construction 
and also chose its location; 
the site is the birthplace of 
John Hancock, the first sign- 
er of the Declaration of In- 
dependence and a childhood 
friend of Adams.

BBB Warns Elections Could Generate 
~ Common Political Scams, Frauds 


Scammers are opportunists who take advantage of what- 
ever is in the news or being chatted about on social media. 
It’s common around this time of year to receive phone calls 
from political pollsters asking questions about who you plan 
to vote for, and scammers mimic those legitimate calls. 

The Better Business Bureau is warning consumers that 
the upcoming mid-term elections are likely to generate 
loads of scammers pretending to be pollsters, campaign 
volunteers, fundraisers, and even candidates. Here are some 
common political scams and frauds to watch out for: 

Fundraising: You get a call from someone claiming to 
represent a political candidate, raising money to support 
the campaign. They may be collecting funds for a specific 
cause, such as healthcare reform, or on behalf of a group of 
people, such as veterans. Targets report that callers are typi- 
cally pushy and demand immediate action. Even if the caller 
is not a scammer, some groups may be poorly managed and 
not actually spend the money the way they describe on the 
phone. You can check Give.org to see if the charity is Ac- 
credited. 

Polling: The call is from someone claiming to be con- 
ducting a political survey. The pollster wants to ask you 
questions about the upcoming election. In exchange for a 
few minutes of your time and your opinions, you will get 
a gift card or other reward. After asking several legitimate- 
sounding survey questions, the caller typically then asks 
you to provide your credit card number to pay for the ship- 
ping and taxes of the “prize” you’ve won. Legitimate poll- 
ing companies rarely offer prizes for participating in a sur- 
vey, and none would ask for a credit card number. 

Impersonation: You get a call that sounds like one of 
the candidates, or perhaps even the president, asking you to 
make a special contribution. This scam uses real audio clips 
of politicians’ yoices, likely lifted from speeches or media 

interviews. Digital technology has made these recordings 
sound very realistic. At some point, the politician will ask 


for a donation and request that you push a button to ) be re- 
directed to an agent, who will then collect your credit card 
information. Since real politicians use pre-recorded calls, 
it’s challenging to tell which ones are fake. ot ae 

In all of these cases, sharing your personally identifiable 
information (PII) and/or credit card number can open you 
up to the risk of fraudulent charges and even future iden- 
tity theft. Although these examples are primarily telephone 
scams, fraudsters can use other methods to reach you: mail, 
email, social media, text, even showing up at your front 
door. 


* Donate directly to the campaign office: Donations 
made over the phone can be valid, but to be sure you are 
donating directly to the campaign, donors should give either 
through the candidate’s official website or at a local cam- 
paign office. 

¢ Watch for spoofed calls: Your Caller ID may say that 
someone from Washington DC or from a campaign office 
is contacting you, but scammers can fake this using phone 
number spoofing technology. 

* Beware of prize offers: Just hang up on any political 
pollster who claims that you can win a prize for participat- 
ing in a survey. Political survey companies rarely use prizes, 
so that is a red flag (especially if they ask you to pay for 
shipping or taxes in order to claim it). 

* Don’t give out personal or banking information: Po- 
litical pollsters may ask for information about your vote or 
political affiliation, and even demographic information such 
as your age or race, but they don’t need your Social Security 
number or credit card information. 

* Research fundraising organizations before donat- 
ing: Be especially cautious of links that come to you through 
email or social media, and don’t click through. Instead, go 
directly to an organization’s website by typing the URL in 
your browser or using a search engine.

and responsibly get back to 
school using [state] guid- 
ance. Their faculty and 
their staff expertly tack- 
led the safe re-opening of 
their schools, overcoming 
challenges along the way, 
including two staff CO- 
VID-19 positive cases over 
the summer. 

“Quincy school officials 
and staff should be com- 
mended ‘for their effective 
response, which ensured 
that in-person education 
was able to continue for 
hundreds, of students with 
special needs. In many 
ways, teachers are heroes to 
these kids and to their fami- 
lies, and they play a criti- 
cally important role to teach 
and nurture students.” 

Mulvey said the district 
used state guidelines — in- 
cluding requirements for 
students to wear masks and 
frequent handwashing — to 
develop the summer pro- 
gram. The lessons learned

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Hiatal Hernia: Symptoms, Treatments 
A Message From Ruth Jones, City Of Quincy Health Commissioner

A hernia happens when 
internal tissue or part of 
an organ pushes through a 
weakness in the body part’s 
“wall” that normally holds 
itin. 

The organs in the belly 
are held in the abdominal 
cavity by the abdominal 
wall and are also retained 
in place by the diaphragm. 
The diaphragm is a dome- 
shaped muscular layer that 
separates the abdominal 
cavity’s organs from the 
heart and lungs in the chest 
cavity, 

The diaphragm is the 
part of the body that is af- 
fected by a hiatal or hiatus 
hernia: This muscle shifts 


up and down for breathing. 


run through it. The largest 
one of these is the esopha- 
- gus, which runs down from 
the back of the mouth to the 


pireyeres pibagn n Ance 


phragm customarily, tightly 
‘cepa rane ant 


This. tapering of the 
esophagus helps to. keep . 
the contents of the stoniach 
from coming back up the 
chest area. A hiatal hernia 
is where part of the upper 
stomach pushes through the 
diaphragm at this ordinarily 
snug point. Part of the stom- 
ach can “herniate” at this 
“hiatus” if the opening is 
weakened. Hence the name, 
Hiatal Hernia. 

Experts do not fully com- 
prehend all of the causes of 
the weaknesses that result 
in hiatal hernias. A hiatal 
hernia is thought to be in- 
stigated by pressure pushing 
up on the diaphragm. There 
may be inherited genetic 
factors that increase the risk 
of this pressure. The weak- 
ening has been associated 
with a number of risk fac- 


common - among _ obese 
people over age 50. Other 
risk factors include upward 
strain because of weightlift- 
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A defect in the diaphragm 
present at birth is another 
cause, but these hiatal her- 
nias are rare. Injury affect- 
ing the diaphragm can also 
lead to a hiatal hernia, such 
as trauma from falls or traf- 
fic accidents. Infrequently, 
some esophageal surgeries 
carry the increased risk of 
precipitating a hiatal hernia. 

The stomach bulging up 
as a hiatal hernia often gives 
no symptoms. It is often dis- 
covered coincidentally in 
people who have an exam 
for another reason. 

These hernias are divided 
into two categories: 

¢ Sliding hiatal hernias 
are the most common and 
usually small. In a sliding 
hiatal hernia, the stomach 
and the section of the esoph- 


ach slide up into the chest. 


is the more common type 


esophagus. Although . you 
can have this type of hernia 
without any symptoms, the 
danger is that the stomach 
can become “strangled,” or 
have its blood supply shut 
off. 

Both types are often as- 
ymptomatic. If symptoms 
from a hiatal hernia are 
present generally they are 
the result of acid moving 
up from the stomach, caus- 
ing heartburn, a burning 
sensation around the lower 
chest area. Heartburn tends 
to exacerbate in relation to 
different foods and drinks 
or occurs when lying down 
and bending over, especially 
when done shortly after eat- 
ing. It can generate an un- 
pleasant taste in the back of 
the throat, as well as bloat- 
ing and belching. 

If heartburn symptoms 


in particular become a ha- . 


bitual problem, people may 
be diagnosed with a condi- 


tion called acid reflux. Acid. 


reflux is when a person con- 
tinues to experience heart- 
burn at least twice ‘a week. If 
acid reflux happens too fre- 
quently and for an excessive 
amount of time, the condi- 
tion can evolve into gastro- 


at least assist in controlling 
symptoms. Other identified 
causes and risk factors may 
not be preventable, however 
in all cases when there are 
symptoms can be managed. 
For any hiatal hernia, diet 
modification can help. 

Items that may need re- 
ducing include: 

¢ Alcohol 

* Caffeine 

* Chocolate 

¢ Tomatoes 

* Acidic foods and drinks 

* Fatty or spicy foods 

Additionally, the timing 
of eating and drinking can 
be an important element be- 
cause mealtimes influence 
when acid can regurgitate 
back up into the esophagus. 
It is vital for those diag- 
nosed with a hiatal hernia to 
have meals 3 hours or more 
before lying down. Subse- 
quently, they should always 
remain sitting upright while 

If a hiatal hernia is trig- 
geting a problem with acid 
reflux, doctors may pre- 
scribe a drug to reduce 
stomach acid and heartburn 
symptoms, Treatments to 
relieve symptoms are also 
available over the counter 
without prescription: 

¢ Antacids are liquids or 


chewy tablets that diminish 


the. acidity of the stomach

stomach contents, providing 
a barrier to acidic contents. 
¢ Doctors can prescribe 
stronger medications for 
persistent difficulties. 

People who develop 
long-term, severe reflux 
problems may consider an 
operation if lifestyle and 
medical treatments do not 
work. If part of the stom- 
ach squeezes through the 
diaphragm into such a bulge 
that it loses healthy blood 
supply, surgery may become 
a necessary option. 

Hiatal hernia surgery 
can often be performed as 
a laparoscopic, or “mini- 
mally invasive,” procedure. 
If you have been diagnosed 
with a hiatal hernia and you 
develop severe pain in the 
chest or abdomen, become 


‘nauseated, are vomiting, or 


are unable to have a bowel 
movement or pass gas, you 
may have a strangulated 
hernia or an obstruction, 
which are medical emergen- 
cies. Call your doctor imme- 
diately.

Baker-Polito Administration Files Bill To Honor

The Baker-Polito Ad- 
ministration has filed leg- 
islation to create a Massa- 
chusetts Medal of Fidelity, 
which will be presented by 
the Massachusetts National 
Guard to the families of vet- 
erans who lost their lives to 
service-related illnesses and 
injuries. 

“This legislation will 
provide an opportunity for 
the Commonwealth to rec- 
ognize the tragic toll that 
service-related illnesses 
and injuries can take on the 
brave men and women who 
serve in our nation’s armed 
forces,” said Gov. Charlie 
Baker. “The Medal of Fidel- 
ity will honor their families 
and loved ones, as well as 
those veterans whose deaths 
were related to the invisible 


wounds of war and other 
conditions resulting from 
their combat service.” 

The bill, entitled “An 
Act Relative to Establishing 
the Massachusetts Medal of 
Fidelity,” will authorize the 
Commonwealth to award 
the Medal of Fidelity to 
the next-of-kin of Massa- 
chusetts service members 
who “died as the result of 
service-connected diseases, 
conditions or injuries that 
are related to either ex- 
posure to harmful toxins, 
herbicides, agents, and ma- 
terials or combat-related 
post-traumatic stress disor- 
der.” 

“This bill reflects our ad- 
ministration’s recognition 
that these conditions and 
illnesses related to combat 


service can contribute to 
the death of our heroic vet- 
erans,” said Lt. Gov. Karyn 
Polito. “It also allows us to 
honor them and the families 
they leave behind, many of 
whom struggled alongside 
their loved ones and made 
their own very real sacri- 
fices.” 

As a complement to the 
Medal of Liberty, which is 
presented to the families of 
Massachusetts veterans who 
die of combat-related physi- 
cal injuries, the Medal of 
Fidelity will recognize ser- 
vice-connected injuries re- 
lated to exposure to harmful 
substances, such as Agent 
Orange, as well as death at- 
tributed to combat-related 
mental illness. 

“The Administration’s 


bill reflects our shared con- 
cern for all. Massachusetts 
veterans, and especially 
those whose brave service 
came with great sacrifice,” 
said Secretary of Public 
Safety and Security Tom 
Turco. “The Medal of Fidel- 
ity is one small way we can 


honor everything they — and 


their families — gave to the 
nation.” 

“The impact. of service 
extends beyond active duty, 
with  sérvice-related _ ill- 
nesses including less obvi- 
ous, but equally important 
service related health issues, 
such as PTSD, depression, 


and substance use disorder, . 


which affect individual vet- 
erans and their loved ones,”

New 150-Foot Tower Proposed For Police, Fire Radios 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Mayor Thomas Koch is 
asking the City Council to 
approve borrowing $3.65 
million to pay for construc- 
tion of a new 150-foot-tall 
radio tower for the city’s 
police and fire departments 
and five simulcast stations 
throughout the city. 

The proposed tower 
would be located on Rock- 
view Road, which is located 
off Quarry Street near the 
city’s new dog park. It would 
replace the radio equipment 


located atop Quincy Medi- 
cal Center, which is slated 
for demolition early next 
year. 

Koch, in a recent inter- 
view, said the new location 
was chosen because of its 
proximity to Quincy Medi- 
cal Center. 

“It’s right near the old 
location. The old location 
was at Quincy Hospital. The 
city has a series of hills, so 
peaks and valleys, and there 
are dead spots and stuff that 
have to be dealt with. Some- 


body said we could put it all 
on the big tower out in West 
Quincy, well that doesn’t 
help us,” Koch said. 


“Keep in mind, commu- - 


nication for fire and police 
is paramount for them to do 
their job. If you have a radio 
system that is not depend- 


able, we’re putting men and 


women in jeopardy. This is 
not a wish-list item. This is a 
priority and we need to take 
care of it. Once it is done, it 
will put our departments re- 
ally in great shape for com- 


munication purposes.” 

The mayor was optimis- 
tic the new tower would 
be installed before Quincy 
Medical Center is demol- 
ished. 

“If the council moves on 
this, it’s not complicated,” 
he said. “It’s kind of an erec- 
tor set.” 

The five. simulcast sta- 
tions would be located at 
Pagnano Towers in Quincy 
Point, North Quincy High 
School, the Ricciuti Drive 
water tower, the Houghs 


Neck ‘fire station, and the 
Squantum fire station. 

The bond request to pay 
for the tiew tower and the 
simulcast stations was sub- 
mitted to the council on 
Sept. 21. It was referred to 

Ward 4 Councillor Brian 
Palmucci said it would be 
important for his constitu- 
ents to have their voices 
heard as the council consid- 
ers the matter.

that the Registry does not 
draft land documents. The 
Registry of Deeds is in the 
business of recording land 
documents only. If an indi- 
vidual is unsure if a drafted 
land document, particularly 
a deed, is in proper order, 
it may be prudent to have 
a lawyer familiar with real 
estate law review the docu- 
ment for its accuracy. A 
simple mistake on a deed 
for example could lead to a 
major problem.”

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Koch Won’t Declare Racism A Public Health Crisis 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Mayor Thomas Koch 

‘believes racism is a real is- 
sue facing the United States 
but will not declare it to be a 
public health crisis, as some 
activists have called on him 
to do. 

The mayor also discussed 
ways to potentially make the 
city’s police, fire and school 
systems more diverse as part 
of a recent interview. 

When asked about wheth- 
er he would declare racism 
to be a public health crisis 
in Quincy as some mayors, 
including Boston’s Marty 
Walsh, have done in recent 
months, Koch said racism 
is real in the United States 
and has existed for many 
years. Koch also pointed to 
his administration’s efforts 
to increase school funding, 
referring to the classroom 
as the great equalizer, and 
to the completion of the new 
South-West Middle School 
and nearby Kincaide Field 
in West Quincy. 

“T believe that racism is a 
real issue in this country and 
there has been a history in 
the country of various gen- 
erations of different types 
of racism, prejudice, biases 
toward in some cases im- 
migrants. Obviously, this is 
about the African-American 
population,” Koch said. 

“I think, and I have said 
this publicly a number of 
times, I think anybody and 
everybody can look in the 
mirror and say I could do a 
little bit better. I don’t care 
who you are. 

“Having said that, I also 
suggest to people to look at 
the administration and the 
city’s priorities over the past 
decade. Every year, the big- 
gest increase in the school 
budget, which has a positive 
impact for every kid no mat- 
ter your background, your 
ethnicity, your color, your 
creed, your religion. We 
have good class size. There 
is a huge commitment by 
our city to provide educa- 
tion. 

“There is also the old say- 
ing about how the classroom 
is the great equalizer. No 
matter what home you come 
from — and some kids don’t 
come from great homes or 
don’t have the same support 
some other kids have — they 
get that same nourishing, 
great treatment and sur- 
round care from our system, 
from our teachers and our 
staff. They are very caring 
people. That’s one. 

“Two is, we just finished 
the South-West Middle 
School and we built a $6 
million park behind it in ar- 
guably the most depressed 
neighborhood of our city 
and, the census block num- 
bers show, probably the 
highest concentration of Af- 
rican Americans. So, judge 
us On our performance.” 

Quincy, Koch continued, 


has not seen racial incidents 
that other parts of the coun- 
try have experienced. 

“What I think has hap- 
pened is a lot of folks have 
taken a national narrative 
based on incidents hap- 
pening in other parts of the 
country and tried to back 
it into our community and 
it doesn’t fit. That doesn’t 
mean we’re perfect. That 
doesn’t mean we can’t make 
some improvements,” Koch 
said. 

“We’ve had discussions 
— the police chief and I and 
some of our staff — on how 
we can improve things. Our 
police department is one of 
the best-trained in the com- 
monwealth. We continue to 
invest in training. That’s all 
part of it. 

“We don’t have these in- 
cidents. Again, I’m not sug- 
gesting we don’t have any 
issues or problems. We’re a 
city of 100,000 dealing with 
human beings every day. 
There are going to be chal- 
lenges. There are going to 
be issues. There are going 
to be issues of bias or preju- 
dice. 

“But, I view my job as 
to lead the city, try to bring 
people together, and make 
sure if there is any of that 
systemic anywhere that we 
eradicate it, we eliminate it. 


vidual’s behavior.” 

The mayor said he spoke 
out after graffiti with hate 
speech was left at a play- 
ground on South Central 
Avenue over the summer. 

“At the park a few weeks 
ago at South Central where 
they had that incident where 
somebody tagged some of 
the equipment, I said it’s 
possible a few different is- 
sues with this individual that 
did this. One is a complete 
ignorance. One is men- 
tal health issues. Third is 
they’re just an evil person. 
There is evil in the world, 
there are ignorant people 
in the world and there is 
mental health issues in the 
world,” Koch said. 

It is important for Quincy 
to have discussion around 
racism and bias, Koch add- 
ed, saying Quincy has long 
been a city of immigrants. 

“I’m not going to solve 
it all, but I think the discus- 
sion is good. It’s healthy for 
a community to go through. 
Keep in mind, we’ve been 
a city of immigrants for 
a hundred years and this 
has been a gateway city. 
City Clerk John Gillis used 
to say, ‘I grew up in the 
Point. I had Jewish friends, 
Protestant friends, Muslim 
friends. We all played foot- 
ball together, we all went to 
school together, and we all 
got along,” Koch said. 

“If you look at the Asian 
influx, that’s been a smooth 
transition on all that. We 
have smaller African Amer- 


ican population here, but 
nonetheless they are moving 
in. Anytime I engage some- 
body, “why are you picking 
Quincy,’ whereyer they are 
from: safe city, great school 
system, great parks, great 
programs, good services for 
everybody.” 

The mayor concluded by 
saying the nation is facing 
a real health crisis with the 
COVID-19 pandemic and 
he wasn’t sure what declar- 
ing racism to be a public 
health crisis would accom- 
plish. 

“We have a real pub- 
lic health crisis right now 
with the pandemic. That’s 
what we’re dealing with 


We can’t control every indi- « 


right now. I don’t think it 
would be responsible for me 
to declare that. I think that 
it’s some that are seeking 
just to have the title to it. I 
don’t know what it brings 
to the table, honestly. We’re 
in dialogue with community 
activists and folks,” Koch 
said. 

“I know there are people 
will never be happy with 
what we do. There are peo- 
ple that don’t like me. There 
are people that have called 
me a racist. They don’t 
even know me, they haven’t 
even met me, which is dis- 
appointing but that’s the 
time we’re living in. People 
come to quick judgment 


about people and they don’t 
want to hear anybody else’s 
opinion.” 

There have also been 
calls in recent months to 
make the city’s police, fire 
and school departments 
more diverse and better re- 
flective of the population 
they serve. 

Koch said the city’s hir- 
ing of police officers and 
firefighters follows state 
civil service rules, which 
give preference to veterans. 

“We belong to a state- 
wide civil service system, 
which is heavily weighted 
for veterans and we call for 
residents’ lists. Kids have 
figured out, most kids, to get 


a real shot they need to go in 
and serve. They need to go 
in and be a veteran. Some 
kids have scored well, and 
the timing has been right - 
maybe they got a 99 or 100 
— and didn’t have to go in 
the service,” Kach said. 

“If there is an Asian kid, 
an Indian kid, an African 
American kid who wants 
to go on police or fire, they 
ought to think about service 
like the average white kid 
has done because they know 
that’s the threshold. We’re 
part of a statewide system. I 
can’t do what I want to do.” 

Quincy, he said, could 
one day leave the system,

“T am inspired by color 
and light. I strive to bring 


vibrancy and energy into my’ 


painting through colorful 
and deliberate mark mak- 
ing. By using bold strokes, 
I aim to simplify my subject 
down to its essential ele- 
ments, pushing it towards 


abstraction and bringing it 
back. Having the viewer see 
the energy of the brush mark 
or the line of charcoal, in- 
vites them into my process. 
Some of my influences in- 
clude Matisse, Diebenkorn 
and Hoffman. Their use of 
color and ability to simplify 
inspires me. I don’t really 
have a favorite subject mat- 
ter when it comes to paint- 
ing. The imagery I’m most 
drawn to includes animals, 
still life, and beach scenes. 
“When I started painting 
20 years ago, I was stingy 
with my materials. I would 
only squeeze out a small 
amount of paint on my pal- 
ette and I painted very thin- 
ly. It finally dawned on me 
that the only way to get the 
look I wanted was to use a 
lot of paint.

Keenan Receives ACA 
Distinguished Advocacy Award 


Massachusetts Sena- 
tor John Keenan received 
the National Distinguished 
Advocacy Award, the most 
prestigious award presented 
by the American Cancer 
Society Cancer Action _Net- 
work (ACS CAN), in recog- 
nition of his significant con- 
tributions to the fight against 
cancer. 

Sen. Keenan received 
the award along with Mas- 
sachusetts State Representa- 
tive Danielle Gregoire, and 
both were recognized for 
their role as champions of 
first-in-the-nation —_legisla- 
tion that prohibits the sale 
of all flavored tobacco prod- 
ucts, including menthol fla- 
vors, e-cigarettes, chewing 
tobacco, and cigars, in the 
Commonwealth. 

ACS CAN, the advocacy 
affiliate of the American 
Cancer Society, presents the 
annual award to select law- 
makers who demonstrate 
outstanding leadership in 
the area of cancer-related 
public policy advocacy. 

Sen. Keenan decided to 
get involved in the fight 
against the tobacco industry 
after learning from students 
in his district that e-cigarette 
use by young people was 
spiraling out of control, and 
that they felt they were be- 
ing targeted by the tobacco 
industry. 

“Youth rates 
were plummeting,” noted 
Keenan, “so Big Tobacco 
started targeting our kids 
with e-cigarettes, filled with 
highly addictive nicotine.

They did it with flavors like- 


mango and mint, with in- 
nocent looking devices, and 
through social media. Be- 
fore parents and educators 
knew it, a whole generation 
was at risk.” 

In 2019, Sen. 
and Rep..Gregoire teamed 
up with public health advo- 
cates to file a bill that would 
ban the sale of all flavored 
tobacco products in the 
Commonwealth. After end- 
lessly working to convince 
their colleagues, fighting 
back against the tobacco 
lobbyists, and defeating 
countless amendments that 
would have weakened the 
legislation, the pair garnered 
overwhelming __ bipartisan 
support for the bill. Their ef- 
forts resulted in the passage 
of the _first-in-the-nation 
legislation to prohibit the 
sale of all flavored tobacco 
products, anywhere in Mas- 
sachusetts. 

“Both Sen. Keenan and 
Rep. Gregoire exemplify 
what it means to be pas- 


- sionate advocates for public 


health,” said Lisa Lacasse, 
president of ACS CAN. 
“Their bicameral collabo- 
ration and commitment .to 
advancing lifesaving leg- 
islation is a testament to 
their deep commitment to 
protecting youth and Black, 
Latino and LGBTQ com- 
munities that are dispropor- 
tionately impacted by the 
burden of tobacco ‘use. It’s 
thanks to their unwavering 
determination that future 
generations will be. protect- 
ed from a lifetime of tobac- 
co addiction.”

two incredible legislators on 
our side in the fight against 
Big Tobacco,” said Marc 
Hymovitz, director of Gov- 
ernment Relations for ACS 
CAN in Massachusetts. “To 
say Sen. Keenan and Rep. 
Gregoire were passionate 
about this issue is an un- 
derstatement — they were 
nothing short of legislative 
champions and key to our 
victory in keeping flavored 
tobacco out of the hands 
of Massachusetts’ kids, our 
minority communities, and 
other targeted groups.” 

“I could not have done 
this work without. the in- 
credible advocacy of young 
people in my district who 
came to me with a hope for 
a more healthy future for 
themselves, their siblings, 
and their peers,” said Sen.

The Baker-Polito Ad-

The guidance from 
the Department of Public 
Health (DPH) and the Ex- 
ecutive Office of Elder Af- 
fairs (EOEA) balances the 
important role visitation 
plays in supporting resident 
emotional health and qual- 
ity of life, while ensuring 
necessary infection control 
measures are in place. 

The announcement 
builds on previous guidance 
to further support residents 
and their loved ones who 
have been disproportionate- 
ly impacted by COVID-19. 
In March, the Common- 
wealth acted quickly to take 
precautions in restricting 
visitation at nursing homes, 
rest homes, and ALRs to 
protect resident safety and 
mitigate the spread of CO- 
VID-19. As the Common- 
wealth proceeded with a 
phased reopening, visitation 
restrictions were updated in 


June to allow for outdoor 
visitation with guidance on 
how these visits could safely 
occur. 

Nursing homes and rest 
homes may resume in-per- 
son visits so long as appro- 
priate infection control and 
safety measures are in place, 
including:

IT TAKES TWO TO TANGO 


East dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable. 


The bidding: 

East South 

Pass 1 NT 
Opening lead 


West North 
Pass 3 NT 
ten of spades. 


There is no question that many con- 
tracts are won or lost on the opening 
lead. For this reason, choosing the 
opening lead has been the subject of 
many theoretical dissertations, not to 
mention many a hot dispute, since the 
game was invented. 

Fortunately, most opening leads are 
clear-cut. The bidding may point the 
way, or a strong honor-card sequence 
in a suit may be especially attractive. 

The trouble arises mostly when the 
opening leader has a choice of sever- 


al leads, any of which may turn out to 
be rousing success or a dismal failure. 


* These are the leads that can cause 


heated debates and sleepless nights. 
In today’s deal, West was confront- 
ed by just such a dilemma. He felt 


that neither of his two anemic four- - 


card suits was worth leading, so he 
settled instead on the ten of spades in 
hopes of striking gold in his partner’s 
hand. This inspired lead should have 
defeated the contract, but, sadly, East 
gummed up the works. 

Declarer was able to diagnose the 
short-suit lead since he had the nine of 
spades in his hand. So, to tempt East 
into going astray, he played the king 
of spades from dummy. 

Not inclined to reject such a juicy 


“morsel, East pounced on the king 


with the ace, effectively scuttling the 
defense. Regardless of East’s return at 
trick two, South could next safely dis- 
lodge West’s ace of clubs and so finish 
with 10 tricks. 

However, had East withheld his ace 


at trick one and simply encouraged . 


West by signaling with the eight, 
declarer would have gone down one. 
Whenever West gained the lead with 
the ace of clubs, his spade return would 
have allowed East to run his suit. 

The correct play should not have 
been hard for East to work out. The 
lead of the ten of spades marked South 
with the jack, so the play of the king by 
declarer was sure to have been a ruse.

Diabetes Not Limited 
To Only 2 Main Types 


_ DEAR DR. ROACH: Last 
year, at 57, I was diagnosed 
with Type 1 LADA diabetes. 
Initially I was put on insulin 
to get my blood sugar within 
the normal range. Then I was 
just on metformin until the 


“honeymoon period” was. 


over. My endocrinologist is 
great. I now am back on insu- 
lin (six units at night). 1 walk 
anywhere between 3 and 8 
miles about three times a day. 
My blood pressure is excel- 
lent. I initially lost about 18 
pounds after diagnosis, so my 
weight is good. 

When looking at Google, 
it says my life expectancy has 
been cut by 20 years! Yikes, 
I JUST retired and if I go by 
their gauge, I’ll be passing 
around age 68! Is this based 
on someone who has had dia- 
betes for many years, since 
Type 1 is usually diagnosed 
much earlier? The doctor 
said even though my initial 
sugars were over 500 when 
diagnosed, I was very healthy 
and that’s why nothing was 
“destroyed.” My vision was 
off for about a month but 
no permanent damage was 
done. Any reassurance would 
be appreciated! -- M.W. 

ANSWER: Most people are 
familiar with Type 1 diabetes, 
with a typical onset in child- 
hood and at a normal weight. 
It is caused by an autoimmune 
destruction of the  insulin- 
making cells in the pancreas. 
People also know about Type 
2 diabetes, usually adult-onset 
and usually diagnosed in some- 
one who’s overweight; 
caused by resistance to insulin: 
But there are other subtypes of 
diabetes, including latent au- 
toimmune diabetes in adults 


(LADA). ; . 

~ In the U.S. and Canada, it 
accounts for a small fraction of 
diabetes cases, but is more com-

mon in Scandinavian countries. 
It has some characteristics of 
both Type 1 and Type 2 diabe- 
tes, but the autoimmune nature 
and the usual progression to in- 
sulin need makes most experts 
feel it is closer to Type 1 than to 
Type 2. A recent paper has out- 
lined a potential new classifica- 
tion of diabetes types. 

The change in life expec- 
tancy from diabetes relates to 
how long you have had. diabe- 
tes and how well-controlled it 
has been. With outstanding dia- 
betes control (normal or near- 
normal blood sugar levels), the 
effect on overall mortality is 
modest, at best. In one model, 
the reduction in life expectancy 
is less than a year. However, it 
certainly is possible to have life _ 
expectancy drop: by 20 years 
with very poorly controlled, 
longstanding diabetes, ~For 
people with diabetes, toa very 
large extent, their potential to 
live longer (and healthier) can 
be improved by better blood 
sugar control. 

For new-onset autoimmune 
diabetes (both Type 1 and 
LADA), early and aggressive 
blood sugar control with in- 
sulin may reduce the amount 
of autoimmune damage and 
improve long-term prognosis. 
Studies, are in progress to eval- 
uate this.

DEAR DR. ROACH: I am 
a female, 16 years old. My 
white blood cell count is 16.6. 
I am suffering from so much . 
weakness and pain in my 
legs, arms and shoulder area. 
I also have a cough and cold. 
Is it dangerous? What should 
I do for it? -- K.C. 

ANSWER: I don’t have 
enough information to help 
much. A white blood cell count 
that high suggests an infection. 
At your age, those symptoms 
are most likely a viral infec- 
tion, but acute mononucleosis 
and even pneumonia are pos- 
sible, so you need to see your 
doctor.
